Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The indicated allowability of claims is withdrawn in view of Ryan et al. references 
and White et al. references. 

Priority 

2. This application repeats a substantial portion of prior Application No. 08/463,987 
and 08/317,763, filed 6/5/95 and 10/4/94, and adds and claims additional disclosure not 
presented in the prior applications. The claims of the present application direct to newly 
added disclosure. Therefore, the claimed invention has a priority date as the filing date 
of the present application, which is 10/24/03. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement filed 12/6/05 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each 
non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other 
information or that portion which caused it to be listed.

9. Claims 109-121 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
White et al. (6,689,158). The claimed invention is clearly anticipated by White et al. 
reference since the claims being copied from 6,689,158. 

10. Claims 122-128 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
White et al. (2004/0122508). The claimed invention is clearly anticipated by White et al. 
reference since the claims being copied from 2004/0122508.
